A spectacle such as has seldom Macdonald, 


aroused the ire of attorneys and 
citizens in the police court this after- 
noon, when a jury heard the evidence 
in the case of F. H. Lottman, driver 
for the Milwaukee brewing agency 


in Richmond. Lottman was.arrested 


charged with obstructing the Mac- 
donald avenue, between Eleventh 
and Twelfth strets, early last week 
on charges preferred by Councilman 
Gerry Follett. 

Attorney R. E. Hewitt of Oak- 
land, defending Lottman, showed the 
most absolute disrespect for the court 
and judicial procedure, it is said by 
spectators. 

“It was the most absolute show of 
disrespect by Hewitt for Judge Lind- 
sey,’’ said C. A. Brown, a member of 
the jury, which hung on a split of 
eight for conviction and four for ac- 
quittal. ; 

“The trial started at 10 o’clock in 
the morning and the jury was not 
discharged until toward evening, and 
during all that time Attorney Hewitt 
continued telling witnesses to pay no 
attention to Judge Lindsey, as ‘“‘he 
doesn’t know what he is doing.” 

“Bulldozing ~methods of the most 
roughshod sort were employed by 
this Oakland lawyer, and not one man 
in a thousand could have gotten away 
with the rough language and the dis- 
respectful attitude he adopted in the 
court. 

“His. whole demeanor was that he 
was a city lawyer come to a small 
town court and dealing with a judge 
who didn’t know his business. His 
conduct was reprehensible to the last 
degree, and the citizens of Richmond 
who served on the jury or were spec- 
tators at the trial will remember long 
the impertinent and uncalled for con- 
duct of the Oakland attorney.

THE 2700 CLUB 


There seems to be many persons in our city who do not know the 
origin of the ‘‘2700 Club,’’ who do not know the object of the organi- 
zation, and do not realize the sincerity of purpose and the ultimate 
aim of its members. 

If they did, the membership: would be swelled at every meeting 
until their numerical and moral strength would become such that an 
| ideal city government would be ours. 

As our last municipal election drew near, a few of the members 
of the various organizations which had the civic betterment of the city 
at heart came to realize their absolute helplessness because their 
forces were scattered through several bodies, none knowing what the 
other had in mind, except the ultimate aim, that of a clean city govern- 
ment. 

Feeling that some concerted effort must be made, these few sug- 
gested a joint meeting, and asked that each’ of the labor and civie 
bodies, Unions, Progressive Clubs, Socialists, each appoint a committee 
for that purpose. The result was a Spontaneous response and the 
interest shown in the meeting was evidence that the right method 
had been found. 


Many names were suggested for the organization ; the qpestion was 
asked, ‘‘What is our fighting strength?’’ To which was answered 
after a careful and conservative estimate, 2700. The figures were a 
suggestion, and the Club was named for its representative strength. 
The Club was then organized on a permanent basis. 

The ‘‘Club’”’ elected two of the three candidates put up by it. 

Shortly after that the ‘Anti picketing’’ ordinance was attacked 
by the Club and those behind it, with the result every one here at the 
time remembers the ordinance was defeated. 

Following this in quick succession came the recall of State Sen- 
ator James C. Owens, in whom the people had lost confidence, feeling

GENERAL STRIKE 
A PARTIAL 
SUCCESS 


ROME, June 9.—Partial success 
has attended the general strike pro- 
claimed yesterday as a protest 
against the government’s repression 
of the workmen’s demonstrations at 
Ancona on Sunday, when _ several 
men were killed. The movement has 
extended to Bologna, Venice, Flor- 
ence, Genoa, Milan, Turin, Bergamo, 
Brescia and numerous other cities of 
Italy. 

In this city. there has been some 
stone throwing and window breaking, 
and the cavalry has made occasional 
charges to disperse the crowds.
